Summary of reasons for decision: 

The Blu-ray contains a feature originally classified as a 35mm film by the Chief Censor of Films 
and the decision registered 19 November 1976 (No. 015267). It was classified "General 
Exhibition: Recommended as more suitable for adults". The feature has subsequently been 
available in New Zealand on DVD with an 'M' rating, that is, unrestricted but recommended as 
suitable for mature audiences 16 years of age and over. 

The extra components on the Blu-ray include notices, two trailers, a commentary, and a number 
of detailed behind-the-scenes components related to the feature. The behind-the-scenes 
components mainly comprise filmmakers and film historians talking about the making of the 
feature, and the making of a television prologue related to the film. Some of the violent scenes 
from the film are briefly displayed in the extra components. This violence is stylised and relatively 
unrealistic in comparison with many contemporary films, and not portrayed to an extent or 
degree that requires restriction. Consequently the Blu-ray version of A Fistful Of Dollars can be 
released with the same classification currently assigned to the film.
